Preamble. — WHEREAS the term of office of the councillors of all the 
municipalities in the State of Kerala , other than the Changanacherry and 
Tirur Municipalities, was extended upto noon on the 1st day of June, 1978 , 
by section 2 of the Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of 
Councillors) Act, 1978 (9 of 1978 ) 


AND WHEREAS by section 4 of the Local Authorities Laws ( Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 1978 ( 11 of 1978 ), the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960, 
was amended reducing the qualifying age for inclusion in the electoral rolls 
for å municipality from twenty -one years to eighteen years ; 

AND WHEREAS fresh electoral rolls for each municipality have accord 
ingly to be prepared before conducting elections to the municipal councils ; 
BH AND WHEREAS the preparation of fresh electoral rolls for the munici 
palities cannot be completed before the 1st day of June, 1978 ; 

AND WHEREAS it is proposed to conduct the elections to the municipal 
councils in the month of October, 1978, after preparation of fresh electoral 
rolls for the municipalities, so that the newly elected councillors may enter 
upon office on the 1st day of November, 1978 ; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to amend the Kerala Municipal 
Councils (Extension of Term of Office of Councillors ) Act, 1978, to further 
extend the term of office of the councillors of all the municipalities in the 
State, other than the Changanacherry and Tirur Municipalities,ſtill the newly 
elected councillors enter upon office ; 

AND WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala is not 
in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circumstances exist 
which render it necessary for her to take immediate action ;

NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 213 of the Constitution of India, the Governor of Kerala is pleased 
to promulgate the following Ordinance : - 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of Councillors) 
Amendment Ordinance, 1978 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2 . Act 9 of 1978 to be temporarily amended.-- During the period of 
operation of this Ordinance, the Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of 
Term of Office of Councillors) Act, 1978 (9 of 1978) (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act), shall have effect subject to the amendment specified in 
section 3 . 

3. Amendment of section 2.- In section 2 of the principal Act, for the 
figures, letters and words " Ist day of June, 1978" , the figures, letters and words 
" Ist day of Novernber, 1978 ” , shall be substituted .

to provide for the further extension of the term of office of the Mayor, Deputy Mayor 

and other councillors and members and chairmen of standing committees of the 
Corporation of the City of Cochin . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS by section 2 of the Kerala Municipal Corporations 
(Amendment) Act, 1978 ( 12 of 1978 ), the term of office of the Mayor, Deputy 
Mayor and other councillors and the members and chairmen of standing 
committees of the Corporation of the City of Cochin was extended upto noon 
on the 1st day of June, 1978 ; 

AND WHEREAS by section 5 of the Local Authorities Laws (Amend . 
ment) Ordinance, 1978 (11 of 1978 ), the Kerala Municipal Corporations 
Act, 1961 ,was amended reducing the qualifying age for inclusion in the elec 
toral rolls for a city from twentyone years to eighteen years ; 

AND WHEREAS fresh electoral rolls for the city of Cochin have accord 
ingly to be prepared before conducting elections to the said Municipal Cor 
poration ; 

AND WHEREAS the preparation of fresh electoral rolls for the city 
of Cochin cannot be completed before the 1st day of June, 1978 ; 

AND WHEREAS it is proposed to conduct elections to the said municipal 
corporation in the month of October, 1978 , after preparation of fresh electoral 
rolls for the city, so that the newly elected councillors may enter upon office 
on the 1st day of November, 1978 ;

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to further extend the term of office of 
the councillors of the said Corporation till the newly elected councillors enter 
upon office ; 


AND WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala is not 
in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circumstances exist 
which render it necessary for her to take immediate action ; 


NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 213 of the Constitution of India the Governor of Kerala is pleased 
to promulgate the following Ordinance : 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Kerala Municipal Corporations (Second Amendment) Ordinance, 1978. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 


2. Extension of term of office of Mayor, Deputy Mayor, Councillors, etc., of the 
Corporation of the City of Cochin . — Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Kerala Municipal Corporations Act, 1961 (30 of 1961) (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Act), the term of office of the Mayor, the Deputy Mayor and 
other councillors and the members and chairmen of standing committees of 
the Corporation of the City of Cochin , constituted under the said Act, which 
expires at noon on the 1st day of June, 1978 , shall extend upto noon on the 
Ist day of November, 1978 . 


3. Act 30 of 1961 to be modified temporarily. — The provisions of the said Act 
shall, in relation to the Corporation of the City of Cochin , have effect subject 
to the following modifications, namely : 

(a ) the Government shall cause elections to be held to the council so 
that the newly elected councillors may enter upon office on the 1st day of 
November , 1978 ; 

(b ) the term of office of the newly elected councillors shall, subject to 
the provisions ofthe said Act, expire at noon on the 1st day of November, 1983 ; 

(c) the election of theMayor and the Deputy Mayor shall be held at 
the first meeting of the council after the 1st day of November, 1978 and the 
election of the chairman of each standing committee shall be held at the first 
meeting of such committee after the election of the Mayor ; 


( d ) no election of the Mayor or the Deputy Mayor shall be held at 
the first meeting of the council after the 1st day of June, 1978 , as required by 
section 28 of the said Act as modified by section 3 of the Kerala Municipal 
Corporations (Amendment) Act, 1978 (12 of 1978 ).
